IT'S the news 
residents, business 
owners, commuters 
and some councillors 
never thought they’d 
hear - car parking 
charge plans for Ely 
have been axed. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and 
the City of Ely Council 
announced they had 
decided to scrap the 
contentious proposals 
on Monday. 

Peter Moakes, district 
council leader, and 
Will Burton, Ely’s 
mayor, admitted “now 
is simply the wrong 
time” to force people to 
park in the city. 

The decision means 
charges will not be 
considered by the 
current councils - and 
would only be 
re-investigated if new 
members wanted to 
after the next elections 
in 2015. 

Andrew Olley, a 
spokesman for the Ely 
Traders Association 
and founder of the Say 
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No to Parking Charges 
campaign, described 
the decision as “hugely 
relieving”. 

He said: “Nobody can 
believe it. The councils 
have finally listened to 
us and it’s a great 
feeling. Everybody is 
hugely relieved and 
we’d like to thank the 
councils for finally 
seeing sense. 

“I’ve been round the 
majority of the shops 
in the city centre to 
spread the news and 
everybody is over the 
moon. 

“It is the news we 
have been waiting for 
for such a long time.” 

In a joint statement, 
Cllrs Moakes and 
Burton said their 
decision was based on 
the responses made in 
the public 

consultation. 

They said: “Listening 
carefully to the 
responses we have 


had, it is clear the 
introduction of car 
parking charges in Ely 
has become more 
contentious than ever 
before. 

“It has become an 
issue which is diverting 
all of us from our main 
focus of delivering 
quality services for our 
residents. 

“For this reason, we 
have decided not to 
progress with the 
implementation of car 
parking charges in Ely. 

“We feel, due to a 
culmination of factors, 
now is simply the 
wrong time to 
introduce a scheme. 

“As Ely grows there 
will no doubt be 
further challenges to 
city’s infrastructure as 
our population and 
traffic increase but 
throughout the 
remaining term of this 
administration, we 
will not consider the 
introduction of off 
street car parking 
charges as a solution.”

Boaters breaking 
Ely mooring laws 


BOATERS are getting away with 
mooring in Ely for “months on 
end” - and council chiefs are 
being urged to make it stop. 

The majority of Ely’s Riverside 
area is governed by a 48-hour 
maximum stay bylaw but 
frustrated residents say East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
officers are not enforcing the law 
properly. 

They say some boat and barge 
owners are being moved on as 
soon as their 48 hours are up but 
that others are being allowed to 
stay for longer, some for months. 

Trevor Hindsley, of Ely’s 
Cardinals Way, said: “It’s about 
time the council started to 
enforce its 48-hour maximum 
stay law for boat owners properly. 

“I know for a fact that some 
boats and barges have been 
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moored in the Riverside area for 
months on end. 

“My worry is that boat owners 
visiting the city might not be able 
to moor, which means they’ll 
just carry on and moor further 
down the river. 

“The laws are there for a reason 
and should be enforced properly 
by the council.” 

The issue has also been raised 
on the community website 
ShapeYourPlace by Ely resident 
Ian Burton-Palmer. 

He said: “It seems that lots of 
rather large boats/barges have 
taken over the Riverside area. 

“I thought that boats could only 
stop for 48 hours and then would 
move on to make room for others, 


but these boats are there all the 
time. It seems very unfair that 
some people pay for keeping 
their boat in Ely and others can 
just arrive and stop for far longer 
than they should.” 

Allison Conder, the council’s 
principal community and leisure 
services officer, said: “We 
constantly monitor which boats 
are within the 48 mooring area 
when they arrive and move on. 

“Anyone staying beyond the 
permitted time will be warned 
about the local rules and asked 
to move on. Should they fail to 
comply, enforcement action will 
be taken. 

“However we can only manage 
the area of river we own but we 
promise to do all we can to 
ensure the area is available for 
as many boats as possible.” 


Soham bus driver crashed after ‘tidying up’ cab 


A GUIDED busway driver who 
was “tidying up” his cab when 
the bus came off the tracks has 
appeared in court. 

Philip Logan, 56, admitted 
careless driving and was fined 
£620 at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday. 

Magistrates also endorsed his 
licence with eight penalty 
points for driving without due 
care and attention. 


The court heard how 
passengers were thrown 
around after Logan, of 
Churchgate Street, Soham, 
went through a red light. 

Magistrates heard how Logan 
did not have his hands on the 
controls of the vehicle because 
it is ‘guided’ and was “tidying 
up” when the bus came off the 
tracks. 

Emergency services were 


called to the crash which 
happened at about 3pm on 
November 20 last year. 

Officers said no-one was 
injured in the incident which 
happened between Willingham 
and Longstanton, although 
paramedics did attend the 
scene. 

The incident caused delays on 
the transport system as 
services were diverted.

David Cameron visited Ely on 
Saturday to witness his Godson 
being confirmed at Ely Cathedral. 

But the Prime Minister decided 
to have a peek around the city’s 
busy Saturday market - much to 
the shock of stallholders and 
shoppers - and popped into the 
cafe, Lunchbox, in Market Street, 
for a spot of breakfast. 

Debbie Fenner, owner of the 
cafe, said she couldn’t believe her 
eyes when she saw Mr Cameron 
sitting at table six suited and 
booted - and with six body¬ 
guards. 

She said: “It was at around 
9.30am. One of the waitresses 
came into the kitchen and said 
you’re never going to believe this 
but the Prime Minister is sitting 
at table six. 

“She couldn’t get her words out. 
I thought it was an April fool’s 
prank but then realised we’re 
only in March. 

“I walked out into the seating 
area and there he was. He ordered 
a bacon and egg sandwich on 
granary bread, which I made for 
him. 


“He had six bodyguards with 
him, some were inside the cafe 
and some stood outside at the 
door. 

“He spent around an hour with 
us and was such a lovely man 
with real presence. He asked us 
how business was going and 
complimented the sandwich. He 
also left a £2.50 tip when he left. 

“I just couldn’t believe my eyes. 
He attracted a lot of attention, 
especially when he walked 
around the market.” 

A member of staff from the City 
Cycle Centre in Market Street, 
Ely, also spotted Mr Cameron. 

She said: “We saw a lot of people 


gathering outside the shop and 
when we looked out we saw the 
Prime Minister. 

“We couldn’t believe it was him 
but then we saw all his security 
guards.

Mr Cameron visited the city to 
see his Godson confirmed at Ely 
Cathedral by the Bishop of 
Huntingdon, the Rt Rev Dr David 
Thomson.

A POST office in East Cambridge¬ 
shire is set for a major refurb¬ 
ishment - but it’s not Ely’s. 

Post Office bosses have 
announced that Soham Post 
Office, in High Street, is to be 
modernised and transformed into 
a new ‘main’ style branch. The 
branch will also open on 
Saturdays. 

The branch will be closed from 
Thursday, April 4 to Monday, April 
15 for the work to be carried out. 

Residents in the Soham area will 
be delighted - but those in Ely are 
likely to be disappointed because 
they have been calling for the High 
Street facility to be refurbished for 
some time. 

Last week MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, Jim Paice, 
stepped into the saga, insisting 
“enough is enough”. 

Sir Jim said that unless there 
were “significant changes” at Ely’s 
only Post Office branch, 
pharmaceutical giant Lloyds 
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Pharmacy should lose its contract 
to run it, and he is urging both 
parties to come up with an 
improvement plan. 

There have been issues with 
the branch ever since Lloyds 
Pharmacy took over the contract 
several years ago, including the 
“shabbiness” of the facility and 
lengthy queues. 

Users are also baffled by the 
layout of the branch and insist 
changing the serving booths so 
that they face the door would help 
to reduce the queues. 

Both Post Office and Lloyds 
Pharmacy say they will be 
contacting Mr Paice to address 
the concerns he has raised. 

A spokesman for Post Office said 
the improvements at Soham will 
“meet the needs of the local 
community” and “safeguard its 
future”.

A PLANNING appeal has been 
launched after proposals to 
build 24 new homes in 
Haddenham were rejected. 

Social housing firm 
Sanctuary Group applied for 
planning permission to build 
an affordable housing 
scheme on land north of 
9-11, Northumbria Close, last 
year. 

The plans involved building 
24 dwellings, including 19 
houses, three bungalows and 
two flats, and despite being 
recommended for approval by 
officers at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, the 
scheme was rejected by the 
planning committee. 

Bosses at Sanctuary have 
now launched an appeal 
against the committee’s 
decision with the Secretary of 
State. 

Rowan Kirk, director of 
development operations for 
Sanctuary, said: “Our 
proposal to build 24 new 
affordable homes at 
Northumbria Close was 
recommended for approval by 
council officers but was 
refused consent by the 
planning committee. 

“We have now asked the 
planning inspector to review 
the decision.”

Sir Jim will call it a 
day at next election 
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SOUTH East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice will stand down at the next 
election, he has announced. 

The popular MP and former Farming 
and Food Minister announced on Friday 
that he will not contest his seat at the 
next election in 2015. 

In a statement, Sir Jim, 63, said: “I have 
been fortunate to represent a wonderful 
constituency for what will be almost 28 
years by the next election. 

“It has always been at the forefront of 
economic growth in the UK while 
retaining much of what is great about 
our country. 

“I have also been privileged to serve in 
two Governments including as the 
Minister of Agriculture which had long 
been my ambition. 

“It has been an incredibly exciting and 
rewarding life, but if I go on I am 
committing myself into my 70s which I 
do not believe would be right. 

“I think now that it is time for the 
Conservative party in South East 
Cambridgeshire to look to someone else 
to carry their hopes and aspirations over 
the coming years.” 

Sir Jim, who lives in Fordham with his 
wife, Ava, has been MP for South East

Cambs since 1987 and was Farming 
Minister for two years. 

He was sacked as Farming Minister as 
part of Prime Minister David Cameron’s 
major cabinet reshuffle last September.

I was first elected here, Jim has been a 
very good friend and parliamentary 
neighbour to me, and a tremendous 
representative of the people of South 
East Cambridgeshire.

What are the alternatives? 

THE proposed Ely bypass route B saga rumbles 
on, with the proposal now backed by a virtual 
reality tour which shows just how significant 
the earth ramparts and bridge structure would 
be in the flat landscape. 

One thing missing from the visualisation is a 
realistic soundtrack, anyone thinking of using 
the proposed walkway would do well to walk 
along the road to Stuntney if they want to get 
the full effect of heavy commercial traffic two 
metres away from their ears. 

I am struck by the disregard for the 
landscape of the proposers of this scheme and 
also by their lack of ambition. Two other 
options have been costed, a deepened 
underpass at similar cost and a more remote 
tunnelled bypass under the railway but using 
the existing river bridge, known as the hidden 
bypass, which is more expensive. 

It may be that over the lifetime of this road 
that a commitment to the historic landscape 
might be of more value than money-saving 
now. If this road is really needed can we at 
least have a realistic debate about viable 
alternatives that the county council have 
priced but not informed the public about. 

Just in case other correspondents should 
want to debate the merits of tunnels in the 
fens, the county council has said that the 
alternatives are viable in engineering terms 
and the costs reflect that, this argument is 
about what is valuable not what is possible. 

Can we please have some genuine ambition 
for our city and follow the lead of the district 
council, which states in the draft local plan 
that it wants to ‘protect and enhance the 
setting of the town and retain and enhance key 
views of Ely cathedral’.

It’s the wrong place for Tesco 

THE Draft Local Plan from East Cambs District 
Council sounds quite inoffensive and 
something which is still being drawn up, 
however it is the result of a lot of hard work and 
aspiration on the part of the council.

Be warned 
anything in the draft local plan when it is 
officially approved will be the council’s 
planning bible for some time to come and we 
will have to live with it.

They then kicked down the 
pupil’s snowman which resulted 
in a “scuffle” with the gang and 
schoolboys, involving snowball 
throwing, “pushing and shoving” 
and calling each other names. 

Robb and friends even filmed the 
incident on a mobile phone before 
it was snatched off them. The 
incident was broken up by a 
teacher and the unruly youths 
were told to leave the school site. 

Despite being kicked off the 
grounds, Robb waited, approach-

ing the schoolboy again in Ely city 
centre and slamming him against 
a wall and breaking his nose. 

Robb appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday and 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
assault by beating, causing a 
nuisance on school property and a 
section four disturbance to public 
order. 

Christina Metcalfe, mitigating, 
said Robb had only lashed out 
after a derogatory comment was 
made towards his mother and said 
the attack was “provoked”. 

Presiding magistrate Christine 
Shaw told Robb he had behaved 
“idiotically” but he avoided jail 
because he had no previous 
convictions. 

He received a 12-month 
community order, with 200 hours 
of unpaid work. Due to his lack of 
income, no court costs were issued 
but he was asked to pay £260 in 
compensation to the victim.

DVD showcases station’s history 


CONTENTIOUS plans to expand a 
showman’s yard in Soham have 
been deferred over fears the 
development could add extra 
HGV traffic on an “unsuitable” 
road. 

Travelling showman Bradley 
Thurston, of Dolver Farm, Long 
Dolver Drove, first applied for 
planning permission to extend his 
yard last year. 

The proposals were rejected by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) but Mr Thurston 
then submitted fresh plans in 
January. 

On Wednesday last week, those 
plans went before ECDC’s 
planning committee but were 
deferred over numerous concerns 
and for further investigations to be 
carried out. 

The committee heard that Mr 
Thurston wants to extend the yard 
as his family has increased in size 
and that they need extra space for 
their trailers and vehicles. 

But local residents and Soham 
Town Council said the proposals

should be rejected, mainly 
because of poor access to the site 
and the impact the extra traffic 
could have on the junction with 
Long Dolver Drove and Hasse 
Road. 

Concerns have also been raised 
that the Thurston family would be 
selling lorries and trailers from the 
yard, adding to the traffic fears. 

In a statement to ECDC, 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways said: “Such activities 
would generate a significant 
increase in the amount of traffic 
using Long Dolver Drove. 

“Whilst the hardening of the 
central verge is desirable, it would 
not overcome a fundamental 
problem at the junction, namely 
that there is inadequate visibility 
from Long Dolver Drove looking 
south-west along Hasse Road.” 

The planning committee will 
make the final decision at a later 
date.

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Boathouse 
plans sparks 
concern for 
Ely’s wildlife 


BUILDING a new university boathouse 
in Ely would have an “extremely 
damaging” impact on local wildlife. 

That’s the message from worried 
residents who are urging planners to 
refuse Cambridge University’s 
proposals to build a new boathouse on 
the eastern edge of the city. 

Cambridge University Boat Club, 
Cambridge University Women’s Boat 
Club and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club have applied 
to East Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to build the 
new boathouse at Fore Mill Wash, which 
lies in between two of Ely’s Sites of 
Specific Scientific Interest (SSSIs). 

The new facility would provide all 
three clubs with a base to train and 
would boast a ‘dry boathouse’ with five 
boat bays, a weights room, changing 
rooms, crew rest areas and a flat. 

There would also be a second wet 
boathouse building for storage and a 
workshop for repairs and maintenance. 

The applicants say the development 
would offer improved facilities not only 
for the three university clubs but also 
for local rowing clubs and other 
residents. 

But dozens of objections have already 
been sent to the council. Residents 
insist the boathouse is too large and 
that Fore Mill Wash is not a suitable 
location. 

David Barham, ofYorke Way, Ely, said: 
“This is completely the wrong building 
in completely the wrong place. 

“Extending development along this 
stretch of the river would be extremely 
damaging to the character of the area 
and the local wildlife. 

“The level of provision for lodging and 
gym facilities is totally unnecessary. Ely 
would lose a great deal and nothing 
from this development.”

Lesley Bennun, of High Street, 
Stretham, said: “The boathouse and the 
activities of its members will have a 
hugely negative impact on the wildlife 
of the area and will infringe on a crucial 
wildlife corridor between two SSSIs, as 
well as being in a county wildlife site. It 
should not be allowed.” 

In a letter to the Weekly News, Liz 
Hunter, chairman of Ely Wildspace, 
said: “This development is the wrong 
place because the site is inside a County 
Wildlife Site and right next door to 
Roswell Pits and Meadows Site of 
Special Scientific Interest. 

“The planned boathouse would sit in 
the middle of an important wildlife 
corridor used by bitterns, otters and 
water voles.” 

Mrs Hunter is also worried the 
boathouse would have a “detrimental 
effect” on views of Ely Cathedral. 

Ely resident Mary Pryor believes the 
scale of the boathouse needs to be 
halved “to ensure a fair sharing of water 
activity and lessen the impact on 
wildlife”. 

The City of Ely Council says it has no 
concerns about the scale or location of 
the proposed boathouse but that it is 
worried about possible conflicts 
between rowers and boaters. 

The authority is calling for a code of 
practice to be developed if the plans are 
approved. 

Ewan Pearson, chairman of Project 
Ely, said the proposals had been 
submitted following “extensive 
discussions with local and national 
ecology organisations”.

Prison for land 
scam fraudsters 


A GANG of fraudsters who 
cheated millions of pounds 
from investors in a land banking 
scam have been jailed. 

Conmen Daniel Webster, 29, 
Stephen Allan, 38, and Steven 
Percival, 29, duped more than 
400 clients into paying around 
£35.8 million for almost 
worthless plots of land. 

One of the plots was located in 
the village of Little Downham. 

Despite the land only being 
earmarked for development in 
“exceptional circumstances” 
and there having been no 
planning applications submitted, 
the fraudsters promised the 
buyer vast profits. 

The conmen used false names 
and front companies to carry 
out the scam between 2005 
and 2010, claiming their 
telesales headquarters in Canary 
Wharf was selling gym 
memberships. 

Potential buyers were told the 
plots were to be used for the 
Olympics and were enticed with 
glossy brochures.

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Last Wednesday, Webster, 
Allan and Percival, all from 
Bromley, Kent, were found guilty 
at Southwark Crown Court of 
conspiracy to defraud, contrary 
to common law. 

All three had pleaded not guilty 
to the charges. 

A fourth defendant, Christopher 
Demetriou, 30, from Ilford, 
Essex, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to defraud offences 
before the trial began. 

On Friday, Demetriou was 
jailed to six years and four 
months, Webster was sentenced 
to six-and-a-half years, Allan 
was sentenced to seven-and-a- 
half years and Percival was jailed 
for six-and-a-half years. 

Summing up, the Hon Judge 
Beddoe said it had been a 
“grotesque, cynical merciless” 
fraud. 

They had conspired together, 
and with other persons, to 
defraud investors to part with 


moneys for the purchase or 
intended purchase of plots of 
land which were being marketed 
through entities called 
Countrywide Land Holdings 
Limited, Countrywide Land 
Holdings, and Regional 
Land. 

In all cases these plots of land 
were worth little or nothing to 
the investor. 

The fraud was identified by 
Tower Hamlets Trading 
Standards following concerns 
about the number of complaints 
they were receiving about the 
businesses registered to the 
defendants. 

The case was referred to the 
Trading Standards Regional 
Fraud Unit (TSRFU) in the 
summer of 2010. 

The defendants were also made 
subject to a disqualification 
order under the Company 
Directors’ Disqualification Act 
with Demetriou banned for 10 
years, and Webster, Allan and 
Percival disqualified for eight 
years each.

Head praised for

A COLLEGE principal’s 
“rigorous drive” to raise 
standards at her school has 
been hailed a success by 
Government inspectors. 

Ely College’s latest Ofsted 
report has been published and 
shows the school has improved 
from ‘satisfactory’ to ‘good’. 

Inspectors say the main reason 
for the improvement is the 
“relentless drive and deter¬ 
mination” of the principal, 
Catherine Jenkinson-Dix. 

Their report noted that 
students feel safe at the college 
and that behaviour and 
punctuality is improving 
following the introduction in 
2011 of Mrs fenkinson-Dix’s 
‘zero tolerance’ approach to bad 
behaviour. 

Launched by the principal and 
governors, it saw unruly or 
disrespectful pupils being 
removed from class and sent to 
the school hall. 

The intiative proved extremely

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controversial and attracted huge 
media attention. While some 
parents praised the stricter 
rules, others insisted they were 
too tough. 

But Ofsted inspectors say that 
pupils’ attendance, punctuality 
and behaviour have “strongly 
improved as a result of a good 
behaviour policy”. 

Inspectors say that leadership 
is “good and improving strongly”. 

They added: “Leaders support 
and challenge staff so results 
have risen and teaching has 
continued to improve. 

“Teachers make sure that 
students know what they have to 
do to be successful in exam¬ 
inations. They prepare them well 
to be successful.” 

The report said that teaching is 
“good and improving” and 
added: “This has come about 
from the relentless drive and 


determination of the principal.” 

Commenting on the report, 
Mrs Jenkinson-Dix said: “This is 
a fantastic achievement, 
thoroughly deserved by each 
and every one of our hard¬ 
working staff and students. 

“The leadership team and I 
have been relentless in our drive 
to secure the quality of teaching 
our students deserve, and to 
create the calm, orderly 
atmosphere they need to work 
in. 

“This has been tough at times, 
but everyone here has pulled 
together, and so to achieve this 
result at this moment is really 
important for us. 

“While we will be allowing 
ourselves a few moments of 
reflective celebration, we will 
not be letting up on this drive for 
improvement. 

“We know what we need to do 
next to become the outstanding 
school our students and the 
community of Ely deserve.”

Toll and Wentworth. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
is considering removing the 
service along with the 110 
Thursday service from Ely to 
Impington via Wilburton, 
Cottenham and Histon. 

Cllr Hunt says the 106 is 
“expensive and underused” and 
that withdrawing it would 
“certainly be the right decision”. 

He said: “What is needed is a 
regular hourly service between 
Haddenham and Ely railway

station via Wilburton, Stretham, 
Little Thetford and Ely city centre. 

“The timings for arrival at Ely 
station would, whenever possible, 
link with London/Cambridge 
trains and additionally Stretham 
would make a good ‘transport 
hub’ with its pub and shops.” 

Cllr Hunt says he has been in 
talks with Cambridgeshire Future 
Transport about replacing the 
service and that he is hopeful it 
could be introduced this year. 

News that the 106 could be 
removed has worried some 
residents, who say they would 
struggle to get into Ely. 

But Cllr Hunt insists the 
replacement service would “make 
East Cambridgeshire’s bus 
services a real alternative for 
once”. 

The county council says neither 
service will be removed without 
“suitable alternatives” being in 
place.

IMPROVEMENTS are required 
at a village primary school, 
Government inspectors have 
ruled. 

Wilburton Church of England 
Primary School was rated as ‘good’ 
in its last Ofsted inspection but 
assessors visited the school last 
month and say it now “requires 
improvement”. 

Their report says that pupils’ 
achievements require improve¬ 
ments because their progress is 
“uneven due to inconsistencies in 
how well they are taught”. 

Inspectors also said teachers 
“plan work that is sometimes too 
hard or too easy for some pupils” 
and that they “too readily accept 
pupils’ occasional misbehaviour 
in lessons”. 

The report said that governors 
“do not do enough to hold the 
school to account” and that “until 
recently, teachers’ assessments of 
pupils’ learning have not been 
regular or accurate enough”. 

They added: “This has made it 
difficult for leaders to check

progress and to see whether all 
groups are doing well enough.” 

The inspectors did praise several 
aspects of teaching, noting that 
recent improvements had been 
made and said that “relationships 
between adults and pupils are 
good”. 

Inspectors praised the head, Mrs 
Bultitude, for identifying the right 
priorities for the school and for 
making a start in tackling its main 
weaknesses but said she “takes on 
too much”. 

They said: “Responsibility for 
ensuring more rapid improvement 
and for monitoring teaching and 
learning is not shared widely 
enough”. 

Speaking about the report, Mrs 
Bultitude said: “Although we are 
pleased that the inspector saw so 
many positives, we know that we 
need to make changes to improve 
the school and we are determined 
to do so.”

Wisdom of Walkden

G ROWING veg on your patio 
couldn’t be easier - you can 
control the soil type, the 
situation and the watering, often 
providing shelter near the house when 
it’s needed. 

Yet some gardeners are put off by 
the idea of unsightly veg taking up 
valuable flower space in pots on the 
patio. 

But they shouldn't worry, says TV 
and radio gardening expert Christine 
Walkden. 

Walkden may be the wrong person to 
ask about pretty veg because she finds 
all veg plants beautiful, she admits. 

"I see beauty in a cabbage! A 
beautiful dense cabbage head 
in a classic terracotta pot is just 
as attractive as the non-edible 
ornamental sorts.'' 

Some of her patio planting ideas are 


featured in her new book, Christine 
Walkden's No-nonsense Container 
Gardening. 

In it, she features fabulously 
ornamental purple kale in brightly 
coloured plastic trugs, lime-green 
lettuce in a bubblegum pink metal 
bucket, leafy veg in wooden crates and 
a hanging basket made out of an old 
metal colander. 

There are colourful flowers in old 
food tins and shopping baskets, a rock 
garden planted inside a vintage pram 
and other quirky ideas. 


But veg also win a place in the looks 
department, she says. 

"Kale is a hardy brassica that you can 
go on picking right through winter and 
it looks great in containers. Striking red 
stems and leaf veins make beetroot 
plants attractive enough to grow in 
among flowers.'' 

For those who love colour, you can't 
go far wrong with beans, she says. 

"Runner beans are ideal because 
you've got all the different flowers, the 
whites, the bi-colours and the pinks. 

"Black Tuscany kale is great to grow 


to add interest in the winter, and ferny¬ 
leaved and coloured-leaved lettuces 
are also great. 

"Now, we have so much diversity 
in leaf shape in salads, from the 
spoon-shapes of lamb's ears to the 
really frizzy stuff that's available. It's 
breathtaking." 

Lettuce can be grown in any pot, 
but where it really scores is in shallow, 
saucer-shaped troughs, where other 
veg would need deeper soil to survive. 

Walkden grows lettuces all year 
round in seed trays, because that's all 
the soil which is required, she says. 

"As long as you've got 2in of soil, you 
can grow cut-and-come-again salad 
leaves. A lot of gardeners hate shallow 
containers because they dry out so 
quickly, but lettuce will cope with the 
occasional drought. They will tolerate 
the heat generated in the container 
and the root run." 

To make a window box containing 
edibles look pretty, plant lettuces, 
radishes (place them behind because 
they have pretty foliage), spring onions 
or chives, and small beetroot such 
as 'Boltardi', with its spectacular red 
foliage, she suggests. 

Climbing beans have long been 
grown around wigwams but you can 
grow dwarf varieties in regular plant 
pots. 

"There are a lot of good varieties 
now that you can grow in window 


boxes and containers," says Walkden, 
who will be mentor to the winning 
amateur designer of a BBC and RHS 
competition to create The One Show 
family garden at Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show in July. 

"Mix veg in with your flowers as 
well," she suggests. 

"The ferny leaves of carrots make 
a fantastic edging to a container. We 
tend to categorise things, but at the 
end of the day, they are all just plants." 

Walkden believes that great plant 
companions are those which contrast 
well. 

"I go for things like chives, with 
vertical growth, contrasting well with 
the dark reds of kales and beetroot. 

"Daisy-like flowers including 
osteospermums, argyranthemums, 
coreopsis and calendulas all contrast 
well with veg." 

Nasturtiums, in shades of orange, 
yellow and red, are often grown as a 
sacrificial crop to lure blackfly away 
from more precious plants, but the 
flowers make a colourful, faintly spicy 
addition to salads and look wonderful 
draping over the edge of containers in 
front of taller plants. 

Follow her advice and soon enough 
you could have patio plants which not 
only look good but taste good too.

IS this the motoring 
invention that the region 
has been waiting for? 

Car giant Volvo has 
claimed to have come up 
with technology that 
automatically puts the 
brakes on when a vehicle 
and bicycle get too close 
for comfort. 

Launching the technol¬ 
ogy at the Geneva Motor 
Show, the company said 
its cars will be able to 
detect and automatically 
brake when bikes “swerve 
out in front of the car”. 

Doug Speck, senior vice 
marketing president at 
Volvo Car Group, said 
advanced on-board soft¬ 
ware, including more 
rapid vision processing, 
has made it “possible to 
extend the present detec¬ 
tion and auto brake tech¬ 
nology to cover certain 
cyclist situations”. 

He added: “Our solu¬ 
tions for avoiding colli¬ 
sions with unprotected 
road users are unique in 
the industry. 

“By covering more and 
more objects and situa¬ 
tions, we reinforce our 
world-leading position 


within automotive safety. 
We keep moving towards 
our long-term vision to 
design cars that do not 
crash.” 

Cameras and sensors 
scan the area ahead look¬ 
ing out for bicycle move¬ 
ments, deploying a warn¬ 
ing and “full braking 
power” if an accident is 
about to happen 
although it is unclear 
what happens to other 
road users travelling 
behind. 

Pedestrian and Cyclist 
Detection with full auto 
brake consists of a radar 
unit integrated into the 
car’s grille, a camera fit¬ 
ted in front of the interior 
rear-view mirror and a 
central control unit. The 
radar’s task is to detect 
objects in front of the car 
and to determine the dis¬ 
tance to them. The cam¬ 


era determines the type of 
the objects. 

Thanks to the dual¬ 
mode radar’s wide field of 
vision, pedestrians and 
cyclists can be detected 
early on. The high-resolu¬ 
tion camera makes it pos¬ 
sible to spot the moving 
pattern of pedestrians 
and cyclists. The central 
control unit continuously 
monitors and evaluates 
the traffic situation. 

The auto brake system 
requires both the radar 
and the camera to con¬ 
firm the object. With the 
advanced sensor technol¬ 
ogy, it is then possible to 
apply full braking power 
immediately when neces¬ 
sary. The technology also 
covers vehicles driving in 
the same lane. 

The technology will be 
available on the Volvo V60 
from May.
